Fioe pulverizing has, then, a definite 
value. Ifin well warmed pans the 
molling or mixing be thoroughly done, 
it is contended by experts that no 
grains of gold can be refased amal- 
gamation if well presented to contact 
with the mercury. The Ryerson pro- 
cess Claims that the chief instrument 
in saving the gold is the mercurial va- 
por. Of thirty pounds introduced, 
about one-tenth only is vaporized in 
the charge, and twenty minutes suffice 
tc perfect the amalgamation. Onasmall 
scale the amalgamation is well done 
in an ordinary Varney pan, when 
mi pulverization of the rock is equal- 
ly fine. The mining interest may 
feel assured that, in the Ryerson pro- 
cess, they have a sure thing for saving 
the greater part of the gold and silver 
now lost by preseut mill process. The 
proofs are well and thoroughly made 
on alarge and long-continued scale 
in practical milling. The extra cost 
may be set down at $5 a ton, so far. 
It is claimed that this will be reduced 
one-half. Meantime, new pulverizers 
are at work, giving better and cheap- 
er promise than the ball-barrels. And 
the inventers claim that, in the state 
of extremely fine powder, there is no 
need for vapor of mercury. They con- 
tend that there is no diffic ulty in get- 
ting perfect arbalgamation in one hour 
in the ordinary pan when there is no 
grinding to be done.
